All ARRL members should have received their notice of the U.S. Court of Appeals 
confirmation of ARRL’s suit challenging the FCC’s handling of the BPL interference issue. 
The Court of Appeals found that the FCC violated the Administrative Procedure Act by 
not disclosing in full the staff studies on which the Commission relied. For the time being, 
it would appear that licensed radio communication services will be protected from Broad- 
band Over Power Lines (BPL) systems. This is a tremendous victory for radio amateurs. 
The ARRL, however, states that the remand does not guarantee that the FCC will correct 
its errors. So, more work remains for the ARRL in another round of technical arguments. 
I am sure that those radio amateurs that previously filed comments opposing BPL inter- 
ference will continue their efforts to assist ARRL. Till next time, Dxers, live well and good 
Dxing.
